£trpacion of the biſhop of Rome, his pꝛetenſed # 
vlurped power and turiſdiccion, as foz theeſta-* 
bliſhment a confirmacion of the kinges auctho- 
eitie,turildiccion, x ſupzemacte of the churche of 
England x Ireland. Ind furthermoze, al eccle- 
ſtaſtical perſones, hauyng cure of ſoule, (hall to 
the vttermoſt oftheir witte, Knowlege, and lear⸗ 
nyng purely, ſyncerely, and without any colour 
02 diſſimulacion, declare, manifeſt, and open iii. 
tymes euery pere at the leaſt, in their Sermones 
and other collacions, that the biſhop of Komes 
vlurped power and iurildicciõ, hauyng no eſta⸗ 
bliſhment noz ground by the lawes of God, was 
of moſt iuſt cauſes, taken awaie and aboliſhed, 
and that therfoze,no maner of obedience oꝛ ſub⸗ 
teccton, within his Nealmes and Dominions, is 
due vnto him. And that the kynges power, with 
in his Realmes and Dominions, is the higheſt 
power vnder God, to whom all men, within the 
ſame Realmes 4 Dominions, by Gods lawes, 
owe moſte lopaltie and obediente, afoze and a= 
boue al other powers and potentates in yearth.

Item, that they, the perſones aboue rcherſed, 
ſhall make oz cauſe to bee made in their Chur⸗ 
ches, and euery other Cure they haue, one Ser- 
mon, euexy quarter of the pere at the leaſt, wher⸗ 
in ther ſhal purely a ſimcerely declate the woꝛde 
of God: and in thelame, echozte their hearers to

do blame their parentes, fredes and gouervyozs, 
whiche luffered the, to be bzought vp ſo idlely in 
their pouth, where, ik they had been wel bzought 
vp, in learnyng lome good occupacion oz craft, 
they would (beepng rulers of their awne houl⸗ 
hold)haue p2ofited aſwell themlelfes, as diuers 
other perlones, to the great commoditie and oꝛ⸗ 
nament of the common wealth, 

Alſo, that the ſayd Perſones, Uicars, & other 
Curates, ſhall diligently pꝛouide, that the Sa⸗ 
cramentes be duely, and reuerently miniſtred in 
their pariſhes . Ind ik at any tyme it happen, 
them in any ol the cales expꝛeſſed in the ſtatutes 
ok this realme, oz of ſpectal licence geuen by the 
kynges Maieſtie, to be abſent from their beneki⸗ 
ces, they (hal leaue their Cure, not to a rude and 
vnlearned perſon, but to an honeſt well learned

bounde to do in euety behalte, and accozdyngly 
map and will pꝛoffite their cure, no leſſe w good 
example of liupng then with the declaracion of * 
the wozde of God, oz els thetrlacke and default - 
ſhalbe imputed vnto them, who ſhall ſtraightly 
anſwere fo2 theſame, if they do otherwiſe. And 
al wapes let theim lee, that neither they, noz their. 
Curates, do ſeke moze their owne pzoffite, pꝛo⸗ 
mocton, 02 aduauntage, then the pzoffite ot the 
loules, that they haue vnder their cure, ozthe 
glozy of God, os 3 
Allo, that they ſhall pꝛouide, within thze mo⸗ 
nethes ,nextafter this viſitacion, one boke of the 
whole Bible, ot the largeſt volume in Engliſhe. 
And within one twelue monethes, next after the 
ſayd vifitacion , the Paraphraſis of Eraſmus 
alſo in Engliſhe vpõ the goſpelles and theſame 
ſette vp in ſome cõuenient place, within the ſayd 
Churche, that they haue cure ol, whereas their 
Pariſhtoners may moſte commodioully, reſozte 
vnto thelame, and reade theſame. The charges 
of whiche bookes ſhalbe ratably bozne, betwene 
the Perlone oz appꝛopꝛietary and the pariſhio⸗ 
ners atozeſapd, that is to ſay, the one halt by the 
perlone oz mopꝛietary, and the other hall by the 
pariſhioners. And they ſhal diſcourage no man 
(aucthoꝛiſed a licenſed therto) from the teadyng 
ok any patte of the Bible, either in Latine ozin 
Engliſhe: but ſhall rather confozte and exhoꝛt 
euery perſon to reade theſame:; as the very liuelpy 
woꝛde of God, and the ſpeciall foode of mannes 
ſoule, that all Chziſtian. parfons are bounde to 
embꝛace 
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embꝛace, beleue, and folowe, it thei loke to be ſa⸗ 
ued:wherby they may the better know their du⸗ 
ties to God, to their louereigne Loꝛde the kyng, 
aͤnd their neighboz : euer gently and charitably 
exhoztyng theim, and in his Maielttes name, 
ſtraightly chargyng and commaundyng theim, 
that in the readyng thereot, no man to realon o2 
contend but quietly to heate the reader. 

Allo, theſayd Eccleſiaſticall perfones ſhall in 
no wile, at any vnlawkul tyme, noꝛ toꝛꝝ ony other 
cauſe, then koz thetr honeſt neceſſitie, haunte oz 
relo2t to any Tauernes, oꝛ Alehouſes. And after 
their dinner aud lupper, thei ſhal not geue them 
ſelues to dꝛinkyng oz riot, ſpendyng their tyme 
idlely, by day oz by night at diſe, cardes, oꝛ ta⸗ 
bles,plaiyng,oz any other vnlawkull game: but 
àt all ty mes, (as thei ſhal haue leaſure)thet ſhal 

heare and reade ſomewhat of holy ſcripture,oz 
tall occupie themſelfes with ſome other honeſt 
exerciſe, and that they alwates doo the thinges, 
whiche apperteine to honelkte, with endeuoz to 
P20fite the common weale, haupng alwaies in 
mynde that they ought to excell all other, in pu⸗ 
titie of life, and ſhould be anexample to the peo⸗ 
ple, to liue well and chꝛiſtianly. 
Item. that thei ſhal in cofeſſions euery Lent, 
examine every perſon, that cometh to conkeſſion 
to theim, whether thei can recite the Articles of 
their tatth, the Pater noſter, and theten cõmaun⸗ 
dementes in Engliſhe, ⁊ heare them lay theſame 
patticulatly wherein. if they be not perkite, they 
Hall declare then, that euery Chziſtian perſone,

ter, admoniſhe them to learne the layd neceſſa

Alſo, that they (hall admit no man to pꝛeache 
within any their Cures, but ſuch as ſhal appere 
vnto them, to be ſuffictently licenſed therevnto, 
by the Kynges Maieſtie, the loꝛde Pꝛotectozs 
grace, the Archebiſhop of Canterbury, the Arch⸗ 
biſhop of Poꝛke in his Pꝛouince, oz the biſhop 
of the dioceſſe: and luche as ſhalbe lo licenſed, - 
they ſhal gladly recetuc to declare the wooꝛde of 
God, without any teſiſtence, oz contradiccion. 

Alſo, if they haue heretofoze declared to their 
pariſhioners any thyng, to the extollyng, oz ſet- 
tyng furth of pilgrimages, reliques, oꝛ Images 
02 lightyng of Candelles, kiſſpng, knelyng, dec⸗ 
kyng ot theſame Images, oꝛ any luche ſuperſti- 
tion, they ſhal now openly, befoꝛe theſame, recãt, 
x tepʒoue thelame:ſhewyng theim(as the trueth 
is) that they did theſame vpõ no ground of lerip 
ture, but were led and ſeduced by a comon erroz 
and abule, crepte into the Churche thꝛough the 
lulferaunce and auarice of luche as felte pzofite 
by theſame.

Allo, it they do, oꝛ Hall knowe any mi within 
their pariſhe, oz els where, that is a letter of the 
54 B.l, wozde 
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wooꝛde of God, to be redbe in Engliſhe, oz ſin⸗ 
_ cerely pꝛeached, oz of the execucton of theſe the 
- Kynges.WateſttesJniunccions, oꝛ a fautoz of 
the biſhop of Romes pꝛetenſed power, nowe by 

the lawes of this realme, iuſtely retected, extir- 
ped and taken awape vtterly, they ſhall dctecte, 
andpeſent theſame,to the kyng oz his counſatl, 
02 to the iuſtice of peace next adioinyng. = 

Allo, that the Perſone, Uicar, oz Curate, and 

pariſhioners of eucry pariſh, within this realme 
ſhallin their churches a chapels, kepe one boke

made within their pariſhe koꝛ their tyme, and lo 
ettery man luccedyng them likewile: And therin 
Hall wzite euety perſones name, that ſhalbe ſo 
wedded.Cheiſtened, oꝛ Buried.

to honoz God on that dape, ik they heare Maſſe 
and ſeruyce,though they vnderſtande nothyng, 
to their edikiynge:therkoꝛe all the kinges fayth⸗ 


kull a louyng lubiectes, ſhall from hencekurth 


celebzate, and kepe their holy day, accoꝛdyng to 


Goddes holy wil x pleaſure, that is: in hearyng 
the wozde of God redde and taught: in pꝛiuate 


and publique pzaters : in knowlegyng their 
offences to God, and amendement of the ſame: 
in reconcilyng they ſelfes charitably to thepz 
neighbozs where diſpleaſure hath been: in often 
tymes recetupng the communion, of p very bo⸗ 
dye and bloudde of Chziſte: in vilityng of the 
pooze # licke:tn vlyng all ſobernes and godly 
conuerſacion. Pet notwichſtandyng, all Perſo⸗ 
nes, Uicars, and Curates, ſhall teache and de⸗ 


_ clare,vnto their pariſhioners, that they maye b 
à laufe and quiete conſcience, in the tyme of 
Haͤtueſt laboz vpon the holy & feſtiuall dapes, 
aͤnd laue that thynge whche God hath ſent. And 
ik koꝛ any ſcrupulolitie, oꝛ grudge of conlcience, 


men ſhould luperſticiouſſy, abſteyn from woz⸗ 
kyng vpon thole dayes, that then they ſhould 
greuouſly offende and d iſpleaſe God. 

Allo fozalmuche as variaunce and conten⸗ 
cion, is a thyng whiche moſte diſplealeth God, 


and is molt contrary to the blilled Communion 


of 
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ok the body and bloud of our ſautoz Chꝛiſt:Cu⸗ 
rates (hall in no wiſe admitte to the recetupng 
therof,any of their cure x flocke, who hath mali⸗ 
cioufly and openly catended with his netghboz, 
onles theſame do kirſt charitably and openly re- 
concile himlelfe againe, remittyng all rancour 
and malice, whatſoeyer controuerſie hath been 
betwene them: and neyertheleſle,thetr tuſt titles 
and rightes, they may charitably pzoſecute be⸗ 
foze ſuche as haue aucthoꝛitie to heare theſame. 
Alſo, that every Deane, Archedeacon, Walter 
of Collegiate churche, Maſter of Boſpitall, and 
Pzebendarte, beyng pꝛieſt, ſhall pꝛeache by him 
ſelfe perſonally, twile euery pere at the leaſt, ei⸗ 
ther in the place where he is entituled, oz in ſome 
churche where he hath iuriloiccion, oꝛ els whiche 
is to the ſapd place appꝛopꝛiate oz vnited. 
Allo, that they hall inſtruct x teache in their 
cures.thatnoman ought obſtinatelp, and mali⸗ 
ciouſlp, to beeake d violate the laudable ceremo⸗ 
nies ofthe Churche, by the Kyng commaunded, 
to be oblerued, and as yet not abzogated. And 
on the otherſide, that wholoeuer doeth luperſti⸗ 
ciouſly abule the,doth theſame to the great peril 
and daungier of his ſoule health: as in caſtyng 
holy Water vpon his bedde, vpon Images, & 
oher dead thynges, oz bearyng aboute him holy 
bze ad, oꝛ ſainct Jhons goſpel, oꝛ making croſſes 
of wood vpõ Palme ſondap, in tyme of reading 
of the Paſſion,oz kepyng of pꝛiuate holy dates, 
as Bakers, Bzewers, Smithes, ſhoomakets, x 
luche other do, oꝛ ringyng ok holy belles, 9

ſyng with the holy candle, to thentent, therbp to 


be diicharged of the burden ot ſpnne, oz to dziue 
away deuils, oꝛ to put awaie dzeames and phãũ⸗ 
talies oz in puttyng truſt and cofidenceot helth 


and laluacion in theſame ceremonies, when thei 
be only oꝛdained, inſtituted and made, to put vs 
in remembzaunce of the benefites, whiche wee 
haue recetued by Chatſt, And it he vle them foz 
any other purpoſe, he greuouſiy offendeth: God, 
Allo that thep (hal take awap, vtterly extinte 
and deſtrop, all ſhzynes, coueryng ofſhzynes.al 
tables, cãdelſtickes trindilles oz tolles of waxe, 
pictures, paintynges, and all othermonumetes 
of famned miracles, pilgrimages, Idolatry, and 
ſuperſticion: ſo that there remaine no memozie 
of theſame, in walles, glaſſes, windowes, oz cls 
where, within their Churches oz houles. Ind 
they ſhall exhozte al their pariſhioners to do the 
like within their ſeuerall houſes; And that the 
Churche Wardepnes, at the common charge ol 
the Pariſhtoners in cuery Churche; ſhaltpzo= 
uide a comely and honeſt pulpit to be ſet in a cõ⸗ 
uenient place within thelame, foz the pꝛeachyng 
of Goddes woozde. e eee 
Alſo, they ſhall pꝛouide and haue within thꝛe 
monethes after this viſlitacton, a ſtrong Cheſte, 
with a hole in the vpper part therof,to be pz2ott-= 
ded, at the coſte c charge of the pariſhe, hauyng 
the kepes, wherof one (Hall ren aine in the cu⸗ 
ſtodie of the Perſone,Utcar,oz Curate, and the 
other two, in the cuſtodie of the Churche War⸗ 
deines.02 anp other two Honeſt menne, to be ap⸗ 
pointed,

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pointed by the patiſhe from pere to pere:whiche 
Cheite you (hall ſette and faſten, neere vnto 
the high aulter, to the intent the Pariſhioners, 
ſhould put into it their Oblacion and almoſſe, 
foꝛ their pooze neighboꝛʒs. Ind the Perſone,Ut- 
car, and Curate, [hall diligently, from tyme to 
tyme, and ſpecially, when men make thetr teſta- 
mentes,call vpõ, exhoꝛte, and moue their neigh⸗ 
bours, to conłerte and geue, as they map well 
ſpare,to the ſayd Cheſte, declaryng vnto theim, 
whereas Hetetokoze they haue been diligent, to 


beſtowe muche ſubſtaunce otherwiſe then God 


commaunded, vpon Pardons, Pilgrimages, 
Trentalles , deckyng of Images, offcryng of 
Candeltes, geuyng to Ftiers, and vpon other 
like blynde deuocions.they ought at this tyine, 
to be muche moze ready tohealpe the pooze and 
neady, knowyng that to releue the pooze, is a 
true wozthippyng of God, required earneſtly, 
vpon patne of euetlaſtyng damnacion:and that 
alſo, whatſoeuer is geuen fox their comfozte, is 
euen to Chuilt himſelfe, and ſo is accepted of 
tm, that he will mercyfully, rewarde theſame 
with euerlaſtyng life. (The whiche almolſe and 
deuocion of the people, the kepers of the kepes, 
(al at tymes conucnient, take out of the Cheſt, 
and diftribute thelame, in the pꝛelence of the 
whole Pariſhe, oz ſixe of theim, tobe truely and 
faithfully deliueted, to ther moſte neadp neigh⸗ 
bours: and ik they be pꝛouided foz, then to the 
reparacton of high wayes next adioynyng. And 
alſo the money whiche ryleth of Fraternittes, 
cli. guildes 
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guildes, and other ſtockes of the churche (except 
by the kyngesMateſlies aucthozitie it be other 
"wiſe appointed) halbe put into the ſapd cheſt, & 
- contietted to the ſayd vſe, and allo the rentes of 
landes, the pꝛokite ot cattell, and money geuen oz 
bequethed, to the findyng of Tozches, Lightes, 
Tapers, and Lampes, halbe conuerted to the 
ſayd vſe.ſauyng that it ſhalbe lawfull fo2 them 
to beſtowe part of the ſayd p2ofites, vpon the re⸗ 
paracton of the churche, ik great nede requy2e, & 
whercas the pariſhe is very pooze, and not able 
otherwiſe to repaire theſame. 
And kozalmuch as pꝛieſtes be publique mini⸗ 
ſters of the churche, # vpo the holy dayes ought 
to applie themſeltes to the common adminiſtra⸗ 
cion of the whole pariſhe, thei ſhal not be bound 
to go to women liyng in childbed except in tyme 
ok daungerous lickenes, and not to fetche any 
cozſe, befo2e it be bzought to the churcheparde: 
and if the woman be licke, oz the cozſe bzought 
to the churche, the pꝛieſt chal do his dutie accoz⸗ 
dingly, in viſityng the woman, and buripng the 
dead perſon, 
Allo, to auoide the deteſtable ſynne of ſymo⸗ 
ny, becaule biyng and ſellyng of beneftces,ts ex- 
ecrable bekoꝛe God: therkoꝛe all ſuche perlones 
as bye any bencfices, 02 come to them by fraude 
oꝛ deceipt, ſhalbe depziued of ſuche benekices, & 
be made vnhable at any tyme after, to recciue a- 
ny other ſpiritual pꝛomocion. Ind luche as do 
ſell then, oz by any colour do beſtowe them, fox 
their awne gain and pꝛokite, ſhal looſe the right

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and title of pattonage, and pꝛeſentment foz that 


1 cyme,and the gift therof foz that vacation, ſhall | 


appertain to the Kynges Mateſtte, 
Allo, becaulſe though lacke of Pꝛeachers in 
many places of the Kynges realmes and domi⸗ 
nions: the people continue in tgnozaunce and 
blyndnes: all Berſones, Utcars, and Curates, 
ſhall reade in their churches euery Sondap, one 
of the Homelies, whiche are and ſhalbe ſetfurth 
koꝛ theſame purpole, by the kynges aucthozitie, 
in ſuche ſozte as they ſhalbe appointed to d, in 
Allo, whereas many indilcrete perſones do at 
this day, vncharitably contempne & abuſe pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes and miniſters ok the Churche, becauſe lome 
of theim, (hauyng ſmall learnyng) haue ot long 
tyme kauozed phantaltes, rather then Goddes 
trueth:pet fozalmuche,as their office c funccion 
is appointed of God: The Kynges Maieſtte 
wylleth and chargeth all his louyng ſubiectes, 
that from hencefurth, they ſhall vſe them chari⸗ 
tably and reuerently, foz their office and admi⸗ 
niſtracions ſake, and eſpecially, ſuche as laboz 
in the ſettyng kurth of Goddes holy woꝛde. 
Alſo, that all maner of perſones, whiche vn- 
derſtand not the Latin toungue, ſhal pꝛap vpõ 
none other Pꝛimer, but vpon that, whiche was 
lately ſetfurth in Engliſhe, by aucthozitie of 
Kyng Henty the. v 11 1.of moſte famous memo⸗ 
ry. And that no teachers ofyouth, ſhall teache 
any other, then the ſapd Pꝛimer. And all thoſe 
whiche haue knowlege of the Latin toungue, 
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ſhall pꝛap bpon none other Latin Pꝛimer, but 
ppon that, which is likewiſe ſetfurth by theſapd 
aucthozitie. And that all graces to be ſayd at 
dynner and ſupper, halbe al wales ſapd in the 
Engliſhe toungue. And that none other grams 
mer ſhalbe taught in any ſchole oꝛ other place, 
thin the Kynges rcalmes a dominions, but only 
that whiche is letfurth by the ſapd aucthoutie., 
Item that all Chaunterp pueltes,ſhall exer⸗ 
ciſe theimlelfes, in teachyng youth to reade and 
wzite, and bzingyng theim vp in good maners, 
and other verteous ererciſes. 5

F the Kynges Maieſtie miniſtereth vnto 
his Cleargie, and their ſucteſſouts, and 
to al his louyng ſubiectes: ſtraightly chargyng 
and commaundyng theim to oblerue and kepe 
thelame, vpon paine of depꝛziuacion, ſequeſtra⸗ 
cton of fruites of benekices, ſuſpencion, excõmu⸗ 
nicacion, and luche other cohercton, as to o2di- 
nartes, oz other hauyng Eecleliaſtical iurildic⸗ 
tion, whom his Mateſtit hath appointed foz the 
due exetucion of thelame, ſhalbe ſeen cõuenient:
